Case gets held over 

Edmonton man appears in N.S. court on sex assault rap

An Edmonton man facing 
a variety of charges includ¬ 
ing sexual assault follow¬ 
ing an incident at a down¬ 
town hotel in Halifax over 
the weekend made a brief 
appearance in a Nova Sco¬ 
tia court yesterday.

— casually dressed in a T- 
shirt and grey corduroys — 
showed little emotion as 
the judge announced his ar¬ 
raignment had been held 
over until tomorrow. 

The 21-year-old never 
spoke as the early afternoon

Wilson is facing charges 
of sexual assault, aggravat¬

season is upon us but 
Deputy Chief John Lamb 
says Edmonton 
firefighters are not over¬ 
burdened and are hoping 
not to have to implement 
a fire ban for the city. 

“We’re still looking at it 
on a day-to-day basis and 
we don’t see it as being a 
solution 
right now,” 
said the 
deputy 
chief of op¬ 
erations. 

“But this 
could 
change by 
tomorrow. 

We’re hop¬

Lamb said there is still 
moisture in the ground, 
which is still frozen, but 
the problem lies with tree 
branches and grass, which 
are very dry. 

Since Good Friday, 
Edmonton fire crews have 
responded to 83 different 
wild land and grass fires 
around the city, at least 
one of which was deliber¬ 
ately set. Lamb said it’s not 
unusual at see these kinds 
of numbers this time of 
year. 

“We’re busy but it’s not 
a big drain at this point,” 
he said. “When we’re 
fighting a brush or a grass 
fire, that’s taking crews 
away from other duties 
but the crews have been 
doing a good job dealing 
with them.”

Canada needs tighter 
online security: Report 


Ottawa must take urgent 
action on cyberspace secu¬ 
rity, or risk becoming the 
next victim of a targeted 
attack by hackers using so¬ 
cial media like Twitter to 
glean secret government 
or corporate information, 
Canadian researchers said 
yesterday. 

The team of researchers 
from the University of 
Toronto and Ottawa-based 


SecDev Group released a 
report yesterday docu¬ 
menting a complex cyber 
espionage system of Chi¬ 
nese hackers. 

Twitter and email were 
among the tools used to ac¬ 
cess highly-sensitive docu¬ 
ments from the Dalai 
Lama’s offices and national 
security data from India, 
they said. 

“What the ... report 


shows is that the social me¬ 
dia clouds of cyberspace 
we rely upon today have a 
dark hidden core,” said 
Ron Deibert, one of the 
principal researchers. 

“The Canadian govern¬ 
ment has neither a do¬ 
mestic cyber security 
strategy or a foreign poli¬ 
cy for cyberspace,” Deib¬ 
ert said.

Overseas claims put Quebec order on defensive 


A Roman Catholic order in 
Quebec is defending its 
reputation after a former 
French bishop claimed he 
was asked to take in one 
of its priests who was 
found guilty of sexually 
abusing children in the 
1980s. 

The one-time bishop of 
Evreux, Jacques Gaillot, 
told a Paris newspaper ear¬ 
lier this week he regretted 
appointing Denis Vadebon- 
coeur to head a parish in 
western France, where he 
was convicted in 2005 of 
child abuse. 

“We were being help¬ 
ful,” Gaillot said in an in¬ 
terview with Le Parisien. 

“We were asked to take 
in an undesirable priest 
and we agreed.” 

But Vadeboncoeur’s old 
order in Quebec, the Re- 
ligieux Saint-Vincent-de- 
Paul, denies it had anything

to do with Vadeboncoeur’s 
career being allowed to 
continue in France. 

They said he went to 
France on his own initia¬ 
tive in 1987, two years af¬ 
ter being given a 20-month 
sentence in Quebec for sex¬ 
ually assaulting children. 

He was originally charged 
in the province with gross 
indecency and sexually as¬ 
saulting several children 
aged 12 to 17, as well as one 
count of sodomy. 

Upon learning of his 
new position in France, 
the order penned a letter, 


dated Oct. 29, 1987, to 
Gaillot informing him of 
Vadeboncoeur’s past. 

“We did what we had to 
do to inform those who 
were taking him in (in 
France), so there wouldn’t 
be any surprises,” said 
Alain Fiset, who headed 
Saint-Vincent-de-Paul dur¬ 
ing Vadeboncoeur’s trial in 
France five years ago. 

“What they did with 
that information is their 
responsibility.” 

The letter was sent to 
Gaillot again in 1988 and 
details Vadeboncoeur’s 
crimes and punishment in 
Quebec, noting he served 
one-third of his sentence 
after pleading guilty. 

Vadeboncoeur received a 
12-year prison sentence in 
2005 after a trial related to 
the rape of several minors 
between 1989 and 1992.

China-U.S. thaw bodes well for G20 


diplomacy Repositioning 
by China and the United 
States over the past few 
days has vastly improved 
Canada’s chances of hold¬ 
ing a successful G20 sum¬ 
mit in Toronto in June. 

First, China offered last 
Thursday to join talks on 
renewing sanctions 

against Iran. Then, the U.S. 
announced it would stand 
down for now on its at¬ 
tempts to brand China a 
“currency manipulator” — 


a provocative label that 
hints at trade sanctions to 
follow. 

Those moves suggest the 
two powers are taking con¬ 
crete steps to defuse ten¬ 
sions and instead hash out 
their significant economic- 
policy differences under 
the auspices of the Group 
of 20 — raising the stakes 
for the summit in Toronto. 

“It’s recognizing that 
countries in the G20 are 
going to have to move to¬ 


gether,” said Tom Bernes, 
acting executive director of 
the Waterloo, Ont.-based 
Centre for International 
Governance Innovation. 

“It’s not a question of 
any one country doing one 
thing. It absolutely increas¬ 
es the stakes of the G20. 
This is the big issue that’s 
going to dominate every¬ 
thing.” 

Two weeks ago, relations 
between the two countries 
had deteriorated so much 


that insiders wondered if 
the G20 — which brings 
together emerging and ad¬ 
vanced countries to make 
decisions on the global 
economy — had much of a 
future. 

Canada would have been 
presiding over a stumbling 
summit that was strug¬ 
gling to be significant. 

But now the two super¬ 
powers have given each 
other some breathing

FLU study A set of controver¬ 
sial studies that disrupted flu 
vaccination efforts in Canada 
last fall has finally been 
published. Provinces and terri¬ 
tories scrambled to rethink 
their vaccination strategies af¬ 
ter researchers found what ap¬ 
peared to be an inexplicable 
and troubling link between 
seasonal flu shots and the risk 
of getting pandemic H1N1. 

The suggestion was that peo¬ 
ple who got a seasonal flu shot 
in 2008 had about double the 
risk of getting sick with the 


pandemic virus last spring 
compared to people who 
didn't get a shot. Even though 
the findings hadn't been pub¬ 
lished, most provinces and ter¬ 
ritories delayed offering sea¬ 
sonal flu shots until after they 
distributed pandemic vaccine. 
The studies have now been 
published in the journal PLoS 
Medicine. Independent 
researchers say the analyses 
are good, but they still cannot 
explain why the problem has 
only been seen in Canada.

Men not 
pursuing 
answers on 
sexual health, 
study says

Many young men say that 
sexual health is a female 
issue, according to a new 
study by Vancouver 
Coastal Health (VCH) and 
the University of British 


Columbia. 

The report, released yes¬ 
terday, entitled Evergreen 
Guys Research Project: Im¬ 
proving Young Men’s 
Health Care, was put to¬ 
gether through a combina¬ 
tion of nurse-led focus 
groups, street surveys and 
individual interviews to de¬ 


termine why so few young 
men were using health 
centres around the city. 

“We’ve been open for 30 
years at the Evergreen 
Community Health Centre 
and we see between 30 and 
40 women per clinic,” said 
Paramita Banerjee, a public 
health nurse with VCH. 


“But only four per cent 
of people are males consis¬ 
tently.” 

The study also found 
young men would prefer 
the health centres to look 
more like doctors’ offices. 

“Our staff took on extra 
responsibility on learning 
how to deal with men,” 


Banerjee said. 

Another reason for the 
low turnout? While most 
men are talked to about 
sex during high school, 50 
per cent aren’t sexually ac¬ 
tive at that time, yet when 
they become sexually ac¬ 
tive, no one is willing to 
talk.

Marriage drama has 
South Asia abuzz 


Former Pakistan cricket 
team captain Shoaib Malik 
isn’t the first professional 
athlete to receive 
unsolicited pictures from 
an admiring female fan. 

But his decision to marry 
his romantic pursuer — 
sight unseen — surely sets 
him apart. In 2002, Malik 
was a rising star in Pakistan 
cricket when he agreed to 
recite marriage vows over 
the phone with Ayesha Sid- 
diqui — the two had never 
met. Eight years on, Malik’s 
baffling move is stoking a 
media frenzy throughout 
South Asia and threatening 
to sideline a highly antici¬ 
pated Indian celebrity wed¬ 
ding this month. 

News of Malik’s bizarre 
marriage emerged after his 
family confirmed recently 
that the 28-year-old is 
scheduled to marry Indian 
tennis star Sania Mirza, 23, 
two months after they first 
met. Siddiqui, 29, wants an 
official divorce, and has 
filed a police complaint ac¬ 
cusing Malik of cheating 
and criminal intimidation. 

For his part, Malik admits

ground disaster in a quar¬ 
ter-century. 

A day after the blast in 
southern West Virginia, 
desperate rescuers began 
boring into the mine in 
hopes of releasing poison¬ 
ous gases so crews could go 
in search of the men.

Joe Manchin said it 
could be today before 


much progress is made.

A new nuclear option 

Obama rewrites decades-old U.S. policy on use of weapons 


Rewriting America’s nu¬ 
clear strategy, the White 
House yesterday 
announced a fundamen¬ 
tal shift that calls the 
spread of atomic 
weapons to rogue states 
or terrorists a worse 
threat than the nuclear 
Armageddon feared dur¬ 
ing the Cold War. 

The White House is sud¬ 
denly moving on multiple 
fronts with a goal of limit¬ 
ing the threat of a cata¬ 
strophic international con¬ 
flict, although it’s not yet 
clear how far and how fast 
the rest of the world is 
ready to follow. 

In releasing the results 
of an in-depth nuclear 
strategy review, President 
Barack Obama said his ad¬ 
ministration would nar¬ 
row the circumstances in 
which the U.S. might 
launch a nuclear strike, 
that it would forego the 
development of new nu¬ 
clear warheads and would 
seek even deeper reduc¬ 
tions in American and 
Russian arsenals. 


UN reaction 

• UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said he welcomes 
Obama's reaffirmation of 
his commitment to a 
nuclear-free world and be¬ 
lieves the new Nuclear Pos¬ 
ture Review "is a timely ini¬ 
tiative in that direction." 

His defence secretary, 
Robert Gates said the focus 
would now be on terror 
groups such as al-Qaida as 
well as North Korea’s nu¬ 
clear buildup and Iran’s 
nuclear ambitions. 

“For the first time, pre¬ 
venting nuclear prolifera¬ 
tion and nuclear terrorism 
is now at the top of Ameri¬ 
ca’s nuclear agenda,” Oba¬ 
ma said, distancing his ad¬ 
ministration from the 
decades-long U.S. focus on 
arms competition with 
Russia and on the threat 
posed by nuclear missiles 
on hair-trigger alert. 

“The greatest threat to 
U.S. and global security is 
no longer a nuclear ex¬ 


change between nations, 
but nuclear terrorism by 
violent extremists and nu¬ 
clear proliferation to an 
increasing number of 
states,” he said, spelling 
out the core theme of the 
new strategy. 

Congressional Democ¬ 
rats hailed the announce¬ 
ment, but some Republi¬ 
cans said it could weaken 
the nation’s defence capa¬ 
bility. 

Rep. Buck McKeon of 
California, the top Repub¬ 
lican on the House Armed 
Services Committee, said 
the policy change could 
cariy “clear consequences” 
for security and he was 
troubled by “some of the 
language and perceived 
signals imbedded” in the 
policy. 

Two leading Senate voic¬ 
es on nuclear strategy, Ari¬ 
zona Republicans John Mc¬ 
Cain and Jon Kyi, criticized 
the Obama policy’s restric¬ 
tions on using nuclear 
arms to retaliate against a 
chemical or biological at¬ 
tack.

Hopes dimming for remaining 
miners trapped in China 


china A dangerous gas 
buildup and narrow shafts 
stalled rescue efforts Tues¬ 
day for the remaining 32 
miners trapped in a Chinese 
coal mine with no signs of 
life, as euphoria faded from 
the previous day’s stunning 
rescue of 115 workers after 
more than a week under¬ 
ground. 

The recoveiy of six bodies 


also dimmed hopes. 

Rescue work stretched in¬ 
to its 10 th day but met a 
new challenge as toxic, 
highly combustible gas 
seeped into the mine, 
reaching levels a rescue 
spokesman said were “im¬ 
permissible.” Efforts to 
pump out enough water for 
rescuers to enter were hin¬ 
dered by tunnels too nar¬ 


row for large pumps to be 
installed. 

The grim outlook came 
after Monday’s dramatic 
rescues at the Wangjialing 
mine in the northern 
province of Shanxi. The 115 
miners survived for eight 
days underground by eating 
sawdust, tree bark, paper 
and even coal.

Mount Everest hopeful 


climber A 13-year-old Cali¬ 
fornia boy plans to tiy to 
climb Mount Everest in a 
quest to reach the summits 
of the highest peaks on all 
seven continents.

Despite his pen¬ 
chant for tall mountains 
and thin air, friends and 
family describe Jordan as 
unusually grounded for a 
13-year-old. He said he un¬ 
derstands the risks of climb¬ 
ing Everest, which kills 
climbers almost every year. 

“Mountain climbing re¬ 
quires a lot of mental train¬ 
ing and making smart deci¬ 
sions. It’s a metaphor for 
life,” he said, sounding wis¬ 
er than his years.

O ne way to tell 
the strength of 
the Canadian 
dollar — the 
length of the 
lineup at the border. 

Last weekend, it was 
three hours long at B.C.’s 
Peace Arch border cross¬ 


ing. It’s hard to imagine 
anyone waiting three 
hours to buy discount 
cheese, but I admit there’s 
something deeply satisfy¬ 
ing about scoring a giant 
wedge of mellow yellow 
for about one-twelfth the 
cost at the local supermar¬ 
ket. A quick way to get in 
touch with your inner ro¬ 
dent. 

As I write, I’m in the per¬ 
fect place to view the 
loonie’s run to parity with 
the U.S. dollar: The Man¬ 
dalay Bay hotel, 14 floors 
above the Las Vegas strip 
with a view of the pyra¬ 


mid-shaped Luxor, that pe¬ 
culiar monument to the 
excess that was never an¬ 
cient Egypt. 

I flew down with a host 
of Canadian invaders on 
the day the loonie reached 
99.9 cents US. Yesterday 
morning, for one brief 
shining moment, the two 
currencies were exactly 
equal. This is great news 
for the punters, who have 
experienced a 25 per cent 
increase in their buying 
power from a year ago. 
They are the lords and 
ladies of the slots, the buf¬ 
fet, and the outlet malls. 


This dance of currencies 
is how Canadians keep 
score in our one-sided com¬ 
petition with our Ameri¬ 
can cousins. But what does 
it mean, really? There’s 
loose talk about how Cana¬ 
da’s fundamentals are so 
good compared to the U.S.: 
Our deficit is lower, our ex¬ 
ports are in greater de¬ 
mand, and we’re nicer. 
Maybe that’s true. But let’s 
not forget that while our 
currencies are now equal, 
that’s about it. 

The U.S. ranks first in 
the world with a gross do¬ 
mestic product (GDP) of 


$14.27 trillion, while Cana¬ 
da barely squeaks into the 
top 10 with $1.4 trillion. 
The U.S. spends almost as 
much on its defence budg¬ 
et— $1.2 trillion. 

It’s a good time to pause 
and ask if we’d be feeling 
so pleased with ourselves if 
we weren’t wrapped in a 
$ 1.2-trillion security blan¬ 
ket. Would our resources 
be so valuable and in such 
demand if we didn’t have a 
reliable customer that al¬ 
ways pays its bills? Ironical¬ 
ly, much of the strength of 
our dollar versus theirs de¬ 
pends on their good 


graces. 

I’m not arguing that 
“eveiything is good in 
America.” Just spend 15 
minutes strolling the leg¬ 
endary Vegas strip: It’s a 
temple of unsustainability, 
not to mention cholesterol. 
Don’t try this at home! 

But let’s not let the 
loonie lure us into a fool’s 
paradise of our own. So, sit 
back, relax and wait your 
turn. It’s a three-hour wait 
for the cheese.

The loonie returned to 
parity for the first time in 
20 months yesterday, but 
analysts and retailers say 
Canadians shouldn’t 
expect to see price parity 
in stores. 

Buoyed by strong Cana¬ 
dian fundamentals and the 
currency’s upward mo¬ 
mentum, the loonie hov¬ 
ered around parity with 
the U.S. dollar most of the 
day, reaching as high as 
100.12<t US, before settling 
a fraction below the line at 


99.88(t. But economists say 
it is only a matter of time 
— maybe days — before 
the currency stakes its 
ground above the line for 
an extended period. 

“Canada is the new 
Switzerland of stability, 
but with domestic assets 
the world wants,” said 
Derek Holt, vice-president 
of economics with Scotia 
Capital, in reference to 
Canada’s commodity rich¬ 
es, including oil. 

Mark Beazley of the Re¬ 


tail Council of Canada said 
parity will inevitably lead 
to pressure on retailers to 
match prices on eveiy- 
thing from clothes to elec¬ 
tronics to automobiles 
with the U.S., in part be¬ 
cause the comparison is 
easy to make. But he cau¬ 
tions that the value of the 
currency is only one of 
many factors that deter¬ 
mine prices. 

“Canada is one-tenth the 
size of the U.S. market so 
Canadian retailers aren’t 


getting the volume dis¬ 
counts their American 
counterparts are getting, 
and we have higher labour 
costs, higher import taxes, 
unique (bilingual) labelling 
requirements,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Analysts said the adjust¬ 
ments could take months 
or even years — as they 
did the last time the cur¬ 
rency rose to and above 
the U.S. dollar in the fall of 
2007.

ing. “I use the term ‘the 
new normal’ in the U.S. be¬ 
cause the U.S. consumer 
was really over-leveraged 
in terms of credit cards 
and mortgages and now 
people are saving money 
and paying down debt,” 
Demone said. 

Demone, the son of a sea 
captain who fished the 
Grand Banks, said he’s also 
still trolling the United 
States for potential acquisi¬ 
tions, after not finding any 
willing sellers in 2009. 

Last year, the U.S. busi¬ 
ness had earnings before 
interest, tax, depreciation 
and amortization of $23 
million, a jump of 25 per 
cent over the year before. 

Overall, profits rose 
from $14.2 million in 2008, 
or 88 cents per share, to 
$19.7 million, or $1.07 per 
share in 2009.

Convenience 
stores face 
tough times 

retail Canada’s 
convenience stores were 
hammered last year by 
higher credit card fees, con¬ 
traband cigarettes and the 
economic recession, 
according to an industry- 
sponsored study. 

Illegal tobacco sales con¬ 
tinued to cost stores more 
than $2.5 billion in annual 
sales and $260 million in 
profits, said the report pre¬ 
pared by Pricewaterhouse- 
Coopers. 

The industry is heavily 
dependent on cigarette 
sales. Two out of every 
three cigarettes sold legally 
in Canada are purchased in 
convenience stores. 

Credit card fees account¬ 
ed for $200 million in costs, 
some $50 million of that as 
a result of a recent increase 
in processing fees by major 
card companies. 

The industry’s profitabili¬ 
ty was also hurt by an aver¬ 
age five per cent increase in 
the minimum wage.

What you say isn’t half as 
important as they way you 
do — or don’t — say it. 

Sound ridiculous? Consid¬ 
er this: How many of us 
have walked out of a job 
screening thinking we aced 
it? Our answers were wittily 
smooth, providing great in¬ 
sight into our character and 
abilities while our resume 
was a perfect response to 
the job description? Still, 


we didn’t get that anticipat¬ 
ed call back. 

Here’s a possible reason. 
In job interviews, common 
perception is that what we 
say has more weight than 
how it’s conveyed. Howev¬ 
er, as author Alison Craig re¬ 
veals in her latest book Hel¬ 
lo Job (Blue Monarch Press), 
one often overlooked aspect 
of job hunting is the man¬ 
nerisms we employ when 
searching for, well, employ. 

“Nonverbal communica¬ 
tion is one more piece to 
the communication puzzle 


and even dominates the pic¬ 
ture, ranging from your 
body language and facial 
expressions to your voice 
and, of course, your overall 
image,” she asserts. 

Looking at it that way, it’s 
clear how a spotless work 
history might not be a deal- 
clincher. Craig notes that re¬ 
galing those rehearsed 
speeches about our 
strengths and weaknesses 
invariably prove more suc¬ 
cessful when combined 
with effective body lan¬ 
guage, a mode of articula¬ 


tion most Human Re¬ 
sources professionals are 
highly trained in read¬ 
ing/understanding yet we 
commonly overlook. 

“Don’t fool yourself; they 
are watching you,” she says. 
“Not giving direct eye con¬ 
tact can be construed as 
simple nervousness or that 
you are hiding something 
from the interviewer. 
Closed body language such 
as crossed legs, purses/brief 
cases on your lap or arms 
fully crossed across the 
chest is an unintentional

Make sure you pay attention to performance improvement plans 
when they are offered by your employer. 



S ometimes employ¬ 
ees too easily con¬ 
fuse who gets to call 
the legal shots. Be¬ 
lieving that their job 
is an entitlement, some 
workers try to take the law 
into their own hands. They 
are often mistaken. This is 
the tale of one employee 
who learned this lesson the 
hard way. 

Working out of the Toron- 
to-area offices of Software 
developer VoiceGenie Tech¬ 
nologies, Crinu Iliescu 
quickly wore out his wel¬ 
come. Hired only 15 
months earlier as a Soft¬ 
ware Q.A. Manager, Iliescu 
swiftly lost the firm’s trust 


after his response to a man¬ 
ager’s email accusing him 
of underperformance. Ilies¬ 
cu wrote his boss, the HR 
manager and the president 
with five demands he re¬ 
quired them to meet before 
he would return to work. 

The next day Iliescu did 
return to work but found 
that his access to the com¬ 
puter system and security 
pass had been removed. He 
was then met with a “per¬ 
formance improvement 
plan,” detailing the compa¬ 


ny’s concerns about his be¬ 
haviour and setting out its 
expectations from him in 
the future. Iliescu reacted 
by rejecting the perform¬ 
ance guidelines and declar¬ 
ing that his return to work 
would occur only when his 
concerns were fully ad¬ 
dressed. 

VoiceGenie told Iliescu 
that its performance plan 
was not negotiable or sub¬ 
ject to his approval and that 
he was to immediately re¬ 
turn to work. When Iliescu 


did not, VoiceGenie con¬ 
cluded that he had aban¬ 
doned his position and fired 
him. Believing that he had 
been wrongfully dismissed, 
Iliescu sued the company 
and its president for nearly 
one million dollars. 

At trial, Justice Randall 
Echlin found that it was 
simply not open to Iliescu 
to reject the performance 
plan and provide his em¬ 
ployer with an ultimatum 
that it must meet his con¬ 
cerns. 

Iliescu lost sight of who 
was entitled to call the 
shots. While employees do 
retain certain rights, reject¬ 
ing a reasonable perform¬ 
ance improvement plan is 
usually a poor option. It’s 
best to protest the plan in 
writing and continue to 
work.

Tourists are back at 
Machu Picchu, which 
reopened after a two- 
month closure due to 
floods that washed out 
the rail link to the moun- 
taintop ruins. 

But officials say the en¬ 
tire route is not expected to 
reopen until June. Until 
then, tourists can travel by 
bus from Cuzco to Pis- 
cachuco and from there by 
train to Machu Picchu 
Pueblo at the base of the 
ruins. 

Peru’s No. 1 tourist site 
had been shut down since 
late Januaiy, when heavy 
rains disrupted the rail link 
from the city of Cuzco and 
trapped some 4,000 
tourists, many of whom 
had to be rescued with heli¬ 
copters. 

Workers have now fin¬ 
ished rehabilitating the last 
27 kilometres of track, 


though service has not 
been restored all the way 
to Cuzco.

And yet it offers 
acceptable, compact-style 
family seating and loads of 
cargo-cariying ability, a nat¬ 
ural fit for multi-purpose 
business needs, weekend 
getaway gear haulage, or 
for families with pets.

LEDs 
light up 
future 

tech The latest technology 
that is changing the face of 
cars is the Light-Emitting 
Diode (LED). LEDs which 
are smaller, brighter and 
can be configured together 
are gradually replacing 
conventional incandescent 
and halogen bulbs. 

Audi is lighting the way 
in terms of LED use. Cur¬ 
rently it makes more use 
of the technology than any 
other manufacturer, using 
the lights to create a 
unique look for the front 
and rear of its cars. 

The Al, A4, A5, and R8 
all have LED running lights 
making them stand out. 

The rest of the car indus¬ 
try is following suit. Many 
recent concept cars have 
used LEDs to add visual in¬ 
terest, suggesting that we 
can expect to see their use 
on cars other than Audis 
soon. 

LEDs, though more ex¬ 
pensive, are used because 
they illuminate quickly. 
This means they are partic¬ 
ularly safe when used for 
rear taillights. Vehicle de¬ 
signers like them because 
they offer greater design 
flexibility. As the bulbs are 
much smaller, they take 
up less space, meaning 
that they are more versa¬ 
tile allowing designers the 
opportunity to create light¬ 
ing “shapes.” 

LEDs also tend to last 
longer and use less power 
than conventional bulbs, 
which is makes them bet¬ 
ter for the environment.

S pring is sprung, the 
grass is riz, and I 
don’t wonder 
where the birdie is? 
Because they just 
did their business on my 
car! 

Even if the birdies spared 
your vehicle, this would be 
a great time to get out 
there with a brush and a 
bucket. 

Here are some helpful 
hints that you might have 
forgotten, and that address 
recent developments in 
paint and wheel finishes 
and car washing products. 

They were brought to 
our attention through con¬ 
versations with two car 
washing experts: Jim Dvo¬ 
rak of Mothers Polish, and 
Rachel Agnew of Black 
Magic (a division of Shell 
Lubricants). 


Essential car-deaning tools & supplies 


Positive shut-off hose nozzle 
Wheel and Tire Cleaner 
Dedicated brush and bucket 
for wheel and tire cleaning 
Biodegradable car wash 
Two wash mitts and two 
buckets for body washing 
Microfibre drying and pol¬ 
ishing towels 

Protectant for vinyl and rub¬ 
ber (including tires) 

WHEELING: Do the wheels 
first, says Agnew, and one 
at a time. Don’t apply 
wheel cleaner when the 
wheel is hot, and don’t 
leave it on too long. Dvorak 
cautions to know your 
wheel’s make-up. All mod¬ 
ern factory aluminum 
wheels have a coating — 
they need paint polish, not 
aluminum polish. 

SOAPING: For soaping a car 
down, I prefer to use a live 
squirrel. But Dvorak rec¬ 
ommends a sheepskin or 
lambs wool wash mitt for 
the main body (above the 
beltline), and second mitt 
(microfibre “mop head” or 
“chenille”) for the dirtier

dust, bird droppings, etc., be¬ 
tween washings)

lower body. This lowers 
your chances of scratching 
paint with dirt particles in 
your mitt. Agnew reminds 
us not to use dish soap, 
which will certainly strip 
away any wax you’ve ap¬ 
plied. Car wash soap is 
milder and is designed to 
carry dirt away when 
rinsed. Use two buckets: 
one to rinse dirt off the 
mitt, the other to put clean 
suds on the mitt. 

RINSING AND DRYING: The 

key to a successful “dry” is a 
great “rinse.” Dvorak sug¬ 
gests taking off your hose’s 
spray nozzle, and lowering 
the water stream so it just 
shoots out about a foot. 


Then work to get a “sheet¬ 
ing” action on each body 
panel, before moving on to 
the next panel. When the 
water comes off in “sheets” 
there is less waiting for you 
to dry off. Dvorak has a 
vendetta for the old-school 
leather chamois — they’re 
too grabby. They take wax 
off, and can even scratch 
some of the newer (and soft¬ 
er, water-based) finishes. 
Plush terry cloth or plush 
microfibre work best. 

WAXING: There is a mis¬ 
conception that vehicles 
with clear coat paint fin¬ 
ishes do not need wax. You 
want to protect your clear 
coat, as you would any 
coat. Our experts recom¬ 
mend waxing every eight 
to 12 weeks. New synthetic 
wax products are very easy 
to polish off, even if left on 
for hours (unlike carbuna 
wax, which sometimes 
needs to be chiseled off). 
Dvorak adds that many 
people are revisiting the 
benefits of the “pre-wax” 
clay bar. After applying 
clay bar lubricant, you sim¬ 
ply run the clay bar along 
the body panels, to pick up

any dirt, metal flakes, pol¬ 
lutants, etc., that have 
imbedded themselves into 
the paint. 

GREENING: Use biodegrad¬ 
able car-wash soap, and a 
positive shut-off nozzle on 
the hose to conserve wa¬ 
ter. If you’re cleaning oily 


stuff, make sure it goes 
down a drain routed to a 
treatment plant. “Regular” 
dirt can go down a sewer 
drain (but first check mu¬ 
nicipality by-laws).

Ensure fluid 
and filter changes are up 
to date, and opt for the 
manual transmission if 
possible. 

Check tire wear and 
brake condition, noting 
any abnormal tread wear 
or squealing noises. As¬

car with minimal extra 
costs, and ensure they’re 
not passing worn-out tires 
and brakes onto you. If 
they are, negotiate a bet¬ 
ter price. 

Finally, ensure all interi¬ 
or features and electronics 
work as they’re expected 
to, including the sunroof 
and windows. A check of 
the vehicle’s paint, exterior 
trim and interior uphol¬ 
stery is a good idea with 
the last-generation Camry, 
too. 

THE VERDICT: If your budg¬ 
et allows, a newer, low- 
mileage fifth-generation 
Camry from a Toyota Certi¬ 
fied dealer program should 
prove the best bet for long¬ 
term confidence. Ultimate¬ 
ly, there are less expensive 
used family sedans in the 
used car market, but few 
with this strong a reputa¬ 
tion. 


GM research aims to help drivers cut through fog

If you’ve ever driven in 
heavy fog, you know how 
dangerous it can be. Gener¬ 
al Motors’ research and de¬ 
velopment (R&D) and sever¬ 
al universities are working 
on an advanced vision sys¬ 
tem that uses data from 
sensors and cameras to 
project an image across the 
entire windshield, letting 
you “see” the road clearly 
through the fog. 

While it will be a long 
time before the full-screen 
display comes to market, if 
ever, the technologies being 
developed for it could have 
applications in upcoming 
vehicles. “The images are 
created by coating the 
windshield with a transpar¬ 
ent phosphor,” says Thomas 
Seder, lab group manager of 
human machine interface 
at GM R&D. “You can see 


through it when it’s not be¬ 
ing irradiated with UV light. 
But if you use a micro laser 
and irradiate a spot, the 
transparent phosphor will 
fluoresce, either red, green 
or blue.” 

GM was one of the first to 
offer a head-up display, or 
HUD, which projects a 
small image on the wind¬ 
shield, visible only to the 
driver, showing informa¬ 
tion such as vehicle speed. 

“We’re looking to create 
enhanced vision systems,” 
Seder says. “We’re not creat¬ 
ing anything that isn’t out 
there in the real world. If 
you can imagine a night vi¬ 
sion system that could de¬ 
tect a deer on the side of the 
road, you can’t see it with 
your naked eye, but this 
could see it and then high¬ 
light its exact location. If 
you look at some concepts 
that people have proposed, 
you could be reading your 
email on a head-up display,

but that’s not what we want 
to do. Once you start clut¬ 
tering up HUD with infor¬ 
mation that belongs in the 
centre stack or head-down 
display, we think that’s very 
distracting. We want to en¬ 
hance the driver’s vision, 
not detract from it.” 


Developing technologies 
such as sign-reading can as¬ 
sist a driver by removing 
the need to search for land¬ 
marks. “We’ve all had the 
experience where you’re 
scanning for the road sign 
and you’re not looking at 
the road,” Seder says. “The 


primary task in 
driving is piloting, 
and navigating is 
secondary, but people’s 
attention gets focused on 
the secondary task.” 

The futuristic full-screen 
vision is much more com¬ 
plicated, because all of the 


information must be 
aligned correctly to the dri¬ 
ver’s eye. “The road signs 
don’t require a precise im¬ 
age, but there’s a penalty if I 
mismarlc the road 
edge,” Seder says. 
“That one’s more 
of a difficult 
technology. We 
need to know 
the vehicle’s po¬ 
sition, its orienta¬ 
tion and the dri¬ 
ver’s position within 
the vehicle to precisely 
align the display image to 
the real-world image. It’s a 
fairly intricate system, but 
we’ll get better and better.”

Date Night goes bad

Of all the successful Canadi¬ 
ans in Hollywood, the 
name Shawn Levy is not as 
popularized as it should be. 

After all, the Montreal- 
born filmmaker has made 
some of today’s most suc¬ 
cessful family comedies 
(The Night at the Museum 
films for instance) and his 
work has generated over 
$1.5 billion worldwide. 

Now with Date Night, 
the big-name filmmaker is 
hoping to gain a greater 
reputation with a more 
adult-oriented comedy and 
quite frankly, not every¬ 
one is happy about it. 

“It’s my first non-family 
film,” said Levy during a re¬ 
cent interview. “(And) my 
own daughters — I have 
three — feel betrayed that 
I’ve made a movie that

they can’t see ... they’ve 
watched Cheaper by the 
Dozen 9,000 times!” 

Still, the Levy clan 
shouldn’t be discouraged. 
With Date Night, Levy 
has crafted a very fun¬ 
ny movie by match¬ 
ing two of comedy’s 
top actors — Steve 
Carell and Tina fey 
— as a bored married 
couple that go out on 
their weekly “date night” 
and end up being chased 
by crooked cops and the 
mafia. 

“I had a feeling that who¬ 
ever put them (together) in 
a movie first was going to 


reap the benefits,” said 
Levy. “But as a married 
couple especially feels so 
organic. They may be mar¬ 
ried to other people (in real 
life) but you sure buy 
them on-screen as a 
married couple ... 
the style and tone 
of their comedy is 
so well-matched.” 
But as Levy in¬ 
sists, Date Night is not 
just a comedy. It delves into 
the world of action with 
plenty of break-ins, shoot- 
outs and a bizarre car chase 
that involved hooking two 
cars front bumper-to-ffont 
bumper. 


“No one has seen a 
Siamese car chase through 
Manhattan,” noted Levy. “I 
think the goal was to make 
it really, really funny but 
to also try and make it re¬ 
latable to grown-ups in re¬ 
lationships ... and then 
where there is action, 
frankly to do action like 
we haven’t seen before.” 

Although Date Night 
should expose Levy to a 
distinctly older audience, 
the filmmaker’s refusal to 
be pegged down is illus¬ 
trated by the variety of fu¬ 
ture projects he has in pro¬ 
duction —including a 
Steven Spielberg-produced 
blockbuster called Real 
Steel. 

“While I’m certainly go¬ 
ing to do more big tent- 
pole movies, I’m also de¬ 
veloping (intimate) charac¬ 
ter pieces,” said Levy. 

“So I’m just getting 
warmed up.”

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Country singer hits it big with Hillbilly Bone

Blake Shelton’s knocked 
out a lot of six packs in his 
life, but nothing quite like 
this. 

The country heartthrob’s 
latest album, Hillbilly 
Bone, is being marketed by 
Warner Music Nashville as 
a “six pale.” It contains just 
six tracks and will be fol¬ 
lowed in the next few 
months by a second short 
album with a third possi¬ 
ble by the end of the year. 

Call it a test balloon for 
the digital age, the latest 
stab at preserving physical 
album sales at a time when 
listeners are turning their 
backs on the oh so old- 
fashioned CD. 

“Just to be honest with 
you, I was to the point 
where I just realized, 
’What have we got to 
lose?”’ Shelton said recent- 

iy- 

Nothing it turns out, and 
there’s been plenty of gain. 
Hillbilly Bone opened with 
more than 71,000 physical 
copies sold and vaulted 
Shelton to No. 3 on the 
Billboard 200 — his high¬ 
est posting on the all-genre 
chart. A month later it has 
sold more than 138,000 
copies, according to 
Nielsen SoundScan, and re¬ 


mains No. 4 on the country 
charts. There are plans at 
Warner for not only anoth¬ 
er Shelton six pale in the 
late summer, but possibly 
entries from other artists 


as well. 

Short albums, usually 
called EPs — a term reject¬ 
ed by Warner as out of date 
and misleading — are 
nothing new, though 


they’re not particularly 
widespread. They’re often 
put out as stopgap offer¬ 
ings between albums or to 
promote emerging acts 
who might not have a full 


album yet. 

Shelton and Warner, 
though, see larger possibil¬ 
ities and the experiment is 
being watched closely in 
Nashville. 


“It’s way more instant,” 
said Hillary Scott of the 
chart-topping group Lady 
Antebellum. “You don’t 
have to wait as long any¬ 
more for new music ... 
He’s definitely pushing the 
envelope, and I think a lot 
of artists, including us, are 
kind of watching to see 
how it does because it 
could end up really chang¬ 
ing the model.” 

The six-pale idea is a way 
to forestall the death of the 
album in the digital age. 
Warner executives came 
up with the plan about 
eight months before Hill¬ 
billy Bone came out. 

Peter Strickland, senior 
vice-president for sales and 
marketing, said the label 
was looking at several op¬ 
tions. Adding content and 
jacking up the price didn’t 
seem like the way to go. 

Shelton was an ideal fit 
for the new idea. His most 
rabid fans tell him they 
want new music all the 
time and Shelton has often 
felt constrained by the usu¬ 
al release schedule of an al¬ 
bum every 18 months or 
two years. Warner was al¬ 
so looking for a way to 
bump Shelton’s sales.

INGREDIENTS: 

100 g chorizo sausage, cut 
into small chunks 
300 g skinless chicken 
breast fillets, cut into bite- 
sized pieces 

2 cups long-grain rice 

4 cups hot chicken or veg¬ 
etable stock 
1 bay leaf 

200 g bottle tomato salsa 
200 g raw, peeled tiger 
jumbo shrimp 

3 tbsp chopped fresh pars¬ 
ley 

METHOD: 

1. Heat large, deep frying 
pan over medium heat. 
Add chorizo and fiy until 
just starting to brown. Re¬ 
move with slotted spoon 
and set aside. Add chicken 
to chorizo oil and cook 1-2 
minutes, stirring until 


lightly coloured. Remove 
and set aside. 

2. Add rice to pan and 
cook, stirring, 1 minute. 
Pour in hot stock and add 
bay leaf. Reduce heat, 
then cover pan with lid or 
foil and simmer gently 5 
minutes. 

3. Stir chorizo and chicken 
into rice. Cover pan and 
simmer 10 minutes. Stir in 
salsa, jumbo shrimp and 
parsley, and cook 3-4 min¬ 
utes or until jumbo 
shrimp are just cooked, 
most of liquid has been ab¬ 
sorbed and rice is tender. 

4. Remove bay leaf, then 
season; serve immediately.
